REPORT 


OF THE 


Superintending School Committee. 


District No. 1. 


Mrs. Lydia P. Dana, Prudential Committee. Summer 
term taught by Miss Carrie 5: Fellows, who made her first 
attempt at teaching and succeeded in teaching quite a 
profitable school. 

Winter term by Miss Sarah J. Baker, a teacher devoted 
to the interests of her scholars, who having taught the 
school before commenced work in good earnest, which gave 
good satisfaction to parents and committee. Examination 
excellent, especially the paper read by Miss Blodgett. 


District No. 2. 


Isaac I. Clark, Prudential Committee. The one term 
in this district taught by Miss Hilla M. Hmerson. The school, 
although very small, made a fair degree of improvement. 


District No. 3. - 


Carlos $8. Bingham, Prudential Committee. Summer 
term, taught by Miss Rosa M. Blodgett. This was Miss 
Blodgett’s first attempt at teaching, and the school made 
yery good progress, eyerything considered, 
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Winter term, by Miss Martha H. Pillsbury. She com- 
menced with a determination to succeed, labored faithfully, 
and the examination showed good results. I think it would 
be advisable for the parents of the scholars in this district 
to visit the school once, at least, in each term, 


District No. 4. 


Jonathan Merrill, Prudential Committee. The one term 
in this district was taught by Miss Belle C. Shaw. This 
teacher was faithful and the scholars respectful and studi- 
ous. Good progress in all studies. 


District No. 5. 


L. W. Blodgett, C. C. Messer, 8. K. Pike, Prudential 
Committees. Summer term, Miss Alice V. Trow, teacher. 
The teacher’s experience and qualifications and the scholars 
interests in their studies made this rank as one of our best. 
The closing examinations in all branches was creditable to 
teacher and scholars. 

Fall term, taught by Miss Martha H. Pillsbury. Miss 
Pillsbury is a teacher of large experience, and, if judged 
by her efforts in this school, a very successful one. It is 
seldom that so much is accomplished by a teacher unac- 
quainted with a school in so shorta term as was here shown 
at the closing examination. 

Winter term, Charles W. Ward, teacher. At my first 
visit there was a good attendance of scholars but at the 
close I found quite a number absent. The remaining ones 
seemed to have made good improvement. The school 
would have been better if attendance had been more regu- 
lar; but some of the parents are not willing that their chil- 
dren should be made to obey, and allow them to stay out 
when they please. As a matter of course the pupils who 
are subject to this kind of “home influence” run at large in 
the streets, instead of being in their appropriate place, “the 
school-room.” 


- 
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District No. 6. 


George P. Bailey, Prudential Committee. Summer 
and fall terms, taught by Miss Mary J. Eaton. This district 
was fortunate in securiug the services of so good a teacher, 
as Miss Haton’s previous reputation and her success in this 
school, (having taught this school 8 terms,) prove her to be. 
Several of the citizens of the district were present at the 
examination, which was characterized by a promptness on 
the part of both teacher and pupils, pleasant to witness. 


District No. 7. 


N. C. Lear, Prudential Committee. Summer term, 
taught by Miss Luette S. Knowlton. Miss Knowlton is a 
teacher of much experience, who appeared to enjoy the 
good will of her pupils in an*unusual degree, and conse- 
quently the improvement was very satisfactory. 

Fall term, Miss Roena A. Russell, teacher. The school 
at my first visit appeared very well. Most of the scholars 
seemed disposed to do about right. The closing examina- 
tion justified my prediction of a successful term. 


District No. 8. 


Mrs. A. D. Chandler, Prudential Committee. The one 
term was taught by Miss Sadie J. H. Cutting. Miss Cut- 
ting is a very fine scholar, destined to make one of our first 
teachers. Order and discipline good, and the closing ex- 
amination showed good progress. 

District No. 9. 

Lorenzo D. Muzzey, Prudential Committee. Summer 
term, Miss Alice A. Peasley, teacher, who labored with good. 
success. 

Winter term, taught by Willie 8. Trow. This was Mr. 
Trow’s first effort in teaching, and its results was success- 
ful and satisfactory to your committee and the district also.

B. F. Gillingham, Prudential Committee. Fall term 
term was conducted by Miss Mira W. Morgan. Miss Mor- 
gan labored faithfully, and the scholars made excellent im- 
provement under her charge.

GENERAL REMARKS. 


In presenting the foregoing report, your Committee is 
not unmindful of his liability to err, and would ask for it, 
the charitable attention of those who are disposed to be 
critical. A puff from the pen of a School Committee is not 
always conclusive evidence of unusual ability on the part of 
a teacher ; nor is a disparaging report from the same source 
always indicative of a poor school. It is exceedingly dif- 
ficult to arrive at just conclusions as to the success of a 
school by simply spending two half days in it ; for, sometimes 
it will appear better when the Committee, or some other 
person is present,—at least in regard to deportment,—and 
it may appear worse. Again, itis impossible for a person 
not thoroughly conversant with all the details of school 
management, to know with what a teacher has to contend. 
We fear that in some of our schools scholars are too liable to 
regard the teacher as an enemy; and when parents sympathize 
with them in this feeling, the success of the school isin a 
great measure destroyed. A parent can hardly do a worse 
thing than to uphold his children in any difference with, or 
complaint against, a teacher, until the teacher has first been 
applied to for an explanation. it has a very deleterious 
effect on the minds of the children to hear their teacher spok- 
enof disparagingly. No scholar will have respect for his 
teacher while his parents have none ; and the motto, “speak 
well, or not at all,” should be strictly observed,at least before 
the children. A prominent fault with some teachers, is 
that of confining themselves too closely to text-books in 
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conducting the recitation. Thisis perhaps due to the fact 
that the teacher is wanting in that breadth of knowledge 
which is requisite to complete success in the school room. 
It is not enough that teachers are able to pass an examina- 
tion in those branches in which they are by law required to 
be examined, to obtain a certificate from the Committee; 
but, in order to meet with the best success, they need that 
general mental culture which is obtained from a more ex- 
tended course of study. Tcachers should never feel that their 
education is completed, but, as long as they would teach 
others, should themselves continue to study. The greatest 
and most common blunder in the management of our schools 
_is the frequent change of teachers, as long as they give 
satisfaction. ‘The prudential committees are responsible for 
this ; and people must not complain of poor schools and 
irregular, unsystematic and inefficient work, so long as they 
tolerate the inexcusable practice of hiring a new teacher for 
every term, neither can the committee expect to hire a first- 
class teacher for third-class rate ; neither can they expect 
third-class rate to give first-class instructions. The pru- 
dential committee is under no obligations to employ a teach- 
er until he is satisfied that he is securing the best one pos- 
sible; while the Superintending School Committee cannot 
refuse a certificate to one who passes a legal examin- 
ation, even though he knows of much better teachers who 
might be obtained. As brooks unite to form a river and by 
combined force make a channel for the increasing stream, 
so the studies pursued and the instruction given, tend 
to form habits of study, that shall become achannel of com- 
munication between the ever-widening, and receding past 
to the present and future. There are obstacles that ob- 
struct the onward flow of the river,—drift wood and debris 


from adjacent hill sides, brought down by spring freshets, 
which makes turbid and foul the stream ; so there are obsta- 


cles in the course of study, The pupil should be made to 
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feel that the law of kindness, gentleness, courtesy, self- 
respect, and respect for others, ought to be imbibed. Nor 
is this all ; the subject of morality and piety, in their appro- 
priate places, ought not to be overlooked. The infusion of 
denominational sentiments, or anything that could give bias 
in that direction, surely cannot be desired. But there are 
principles both of morals and religion, which are common to 
all, and which should form an ingredient in the education 
of the youthful mind. Parents, do not be afraid to spend 
an hour or two, occasionally, for the cause of education. 
You will never regret it. 

In concluding this report, I would express my thanks 
to the teachers, to the scholars, and to the citizens of the 
town generally, for the uniform kindness and respect shown 
me, in my official duties during the past year.
